_ ILL INFORMED 


For the last thirty years the Port 
Phillip waters have been daily ‘receiv- 
ing, directly or indirectly, large amounts 
of purified sewerage effluent. 

This information given as a result 
of questions in Parliament and published 
in “The Star’, came as a surprise to us - 
and no doubt to many others. 

Three or four million gallons per 
day flow into Dandenong Creek, whose 
waters enter the Patterson River with 
its outlet at Carrum Beach. One won- 
ders how the Carrum people accepted 
this and yet so strongly opposed. another 
effluent disposal one mile off its fore- 
shore. Perhaps they did not know of 
the earlier scheme. . 

Indeed, throughout the whole sorry 
business of the. various effluent plans, 
there has been a lack of information. 

Citizens have read or heard pro arid 
con statements and opinions but little 
certified information apparently 
there is none qualified to give such. 

For even'‘at this stage the Fisheries 
and Wild Life Department and Mel- 
bourne & Metropolitan Board of Works 
are constaritly evaluating, they will con- 
tinue to monitor all discharges of efflu-

We were ill informed on the variety ’ 
and extent.of Bay effluent disposals.

The Altona City Council is actively considering two 
kindergarten sites in Altona West. An additional kin- 
dergarten in Altona North may be necessary.. 


A report on appropriate kinder- 


garten sites was 


Town Clerk, Mr. J. W. Waters, to a 
meeting of the Council Administra- 


tive Committee. 


Mr. Waters reported that 
perhaps the most satisfac- 
tory site for a kindergarten 
would be somewhere on the 
new Wimpey Southlands 
Estate, in the vicinity of the 
schools. The— company _ is 
asking $7,000 for two blocks. 


Council owned parks in 
this "area which might be 
utilised are small in area 
Ford Reserve in Lind- 
wood Avenue and Rush Re- 
serve near the_ north-east 
of Southlands Estate. <A 
site on part of the Railway 
Reserve for Westona Sta- 
tion would perhaps be too 
close to the Somers Parade 
Kindergarten. 


Enquiries do show that a 
permanent kindergarten 
building of departmental 
standards on the present site 
of the temporary Play Cen- 
tre in Civic Parade which 
is leased from the Presby- 
terian Church would also 
be satisfactory. 


Based on plans of the 
Somers Parade kindergarten, 
present day costs of a new 
building would be in the vi- 
cinity of $25,000. Govern- 
ment subsidy would be 
$7,000. 


In Altona North the Coun- 
cil owns two blocks running 
from Delphin Avenue to 
Amaranth Avenue. 


Figures are being com- 
piled as to the waiting list 
in the various kindergarten 
in the Altona’ ‘North* area.

RECENT SPACE FLIGHT 


I don’t think any of the 
space missions have gripped 
our imagination as much as 
the most recent three-man 
mission which was made in 
preparation for a landing 
on the moon, This was the 
most complex, dangerous 
and difficult space flight to 

a. 


The craft is designed to 
carry two men into space 
and then on to the moon in 
a lunar module which will! 
be detached from the mo- 
ther ship. The lunar module 
Jacks a head shield capsule 
so it is essential to return 
to the mother ship before 
entering the earth’s atmo- 
sphere.
